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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the lawg of the State, we respectfully 
submit the following Report of the Public Schools of Rich- 
mond, for the year ending March 1, 1877: | 

The average length of schools for the year has been 18.38 
weeks ; aggregate number of weeks of school, 239; whole 
number of scholars, 176; average attendance, 149.3; total 
number of days of absence, 689 ; tardies, 151 ; dismissals, 90 ; 
number of visits by citizens, 667 ; number by the Superintend- 
ing Committee, 58. 

Most, if not all, of our schools during the year have been 
successful. There have been no failures; yet few are what 
they might or ought to be. The prosperity of a school de- 
pends largely upon the parents and. citizens of the district. 
They should encourage and stimulate the teacher and scholars 
by frequent visits to the school room; they should become ac- 
quainted with the teacher and work together for the success 
of the school, remembering that we must sometimes sacrifice 
our own preferences for the common good. Much depends 
upon the Prudential Committee. Upon him devolves the 
choice of the teacher. He should see that the school room is 
comfortable, and provided with suitable apparatus. 

Some schools have not enough blackboard; in some they 
are wholly unfit for use, and should be re-painted before the 
Summer schools commence. The cost of blackboards is so 
small that the district is inexcusable that neglects to furnish a 
proper supply. 

Every school ought at least to have a Map of the World, 
also one of the United States; a globe is desirable, a diction- 
ary indispensable. 
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Our teachers have generally understood their work. In 
some instances we should have been better pleased if the 
younger classes in arithmetic had reviewed from the beginning 
of their books. It often takes several terms for beginners to 
become so thorough in the fundamental principles as to lay a 
good foundation for further advancement. The study of 
grammar and composition is too much neglected ; often a dis- 
like for these branches is manifested by the pupils. A more 
practical method of teaching should be adopted, as the study 
of our own language should form an essential part of education. 

Quite a number of the teachers have failed to return their 
registers as required by law; in some instances they have not 
been properly made out. ‘Teachers are not entitled to their 
pay till they have returned their registers to the Superintend- 
ing Committee. 

There is no uniformity of text-books throughout the town ; 
in many of the schools several kinds on the same subject are 
used. Much more could be accomplished by most teachers if 
we had, more system in regard to this matter. We do not 
wish to put parents to unnecessary expense, but it may be 
deemed expedient to make some changes during the coming — 
year. 

Thanking the public for the courtesy with which we have 
been received, we present the following Special Reports : 

SPECIAL REPORTS. 

Distrricr No. 1.—Alvin H. Atherton, Prudential Commit- 
tee. The Summer Term was taught by Miss Emma J. 
Thayer, of Richmond. Although inexperienced she displays 
an aptness for and an interest in her work, with the desire to 
do it well. With these qualifications she will succeed. List 
of those neither absent or tardy: Anna A. Fairman, Mary 
A. Atherton, Willie M. Evans, Eddie G. Conway, Johnny E. 
Pelkey. 

The Fall Term was commenced by the same teacher, who, 
after three days, on account of sickness, was obliged to leave 
the school, which was taught by Miss L. Olive Barrus, who 
takes the opportunity to mention the great interest which her 
scholars took in their studies, their very excellent deportment, 
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and to say that their progress was all that she could desire. 
The parents by their visits gave us much encouragement. No 
surer evidence of their interest could have been manifested. 
Mary E. Atherton, Mary F’. and Willie M. Evans were neither 
absent or tardy. 

No. 2. — Mr. Charles Doolittle, Prudential Committee. 
Both terms were successfully taught by Miss Addie E. Healey, 
of Winchester. The pupils made good improvement in their 
studies, and were punctual and regular in attendance. The 
absences were in nearly every instance caused by sickness. 
There seems to be an increased interest felt by the parents in 
this district which cannot fail to be productive of good results. 
Those having no marks of absence or tardiness the first term 
were Della H. Doolittle, Florence A. Coombs, Elsie L. Thayer, 
Lizzie M. and Katie B. Doolittle, Ada M., Katie S. and Nel- 
lie J. Lawrence, and Nellie R. Freeman; 2d term, Elsie L. 
Thayer, Lizzie M. and Katie B. Doolittle, Gertie M. Coombs, 
Eddie Ballou, Forest C. Coombs and Arthur E. Howard. 

No. 3.—Mr. George Taylor, Prudential Committee. Both 
terms were taught by Miss Ida G. Corliss, of Swanzey. A\l- 
though the smallest in town it is deserving of special mention. 
The scholars are young, but very prompt. We were particu- 
larly pleased with the reading. Scarcely a question was 
missed during the examinations. E. Alice, C. Willie and 
George H. Taylor were neither absent or tardy during the first 
term. 

No. 4.—John L. Howard, Prudential Committee. This 
district had but one term, taught by Miss Maria P. Bolles, of 
Winchester, a teacher of large experience, thorough and sys- 
tematic in her method of instruction. The scholars, at the 
examination, gave evidence tbat their advantages had been 
well improved. The explanations from the blackboard were 
particularly gratifying to the Committee. Neither absent nor 
tardy, Byron D. Perry, Ozro H. Bolles, Burton C. Rich, 
_ Frank A. Rich. 

No. 5.—Albert H. Martin, Prudential Committee. Sum- 
mer Term. For five successive terms this school has been 
under the instruction of Miss Mary G. Healey, of Winches- 
ter. Miss Healey, being one of the best and most experienced 
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of teachers, the results of her labors were very satisfactory. 
Not an instance of tardiness occurred during the term. Es- 
ther M., Nellie J., Mabel F. and Gracie M. Cook, Flora A. 
Ellor, Cora Martin, Frank and Mylon N. Cook, Elliot W. Al- 
drich, Charlie A. and Willie Mullen, Willie J. and Forest 
Twitchell were neither absent nor tardy. 

The Fall Term was taught by Miss Florence A. Norwood, 
of this town. Good order. was maintained and the pupils 
made good progress in their studies. The recitations of the 
primary class gave great credit to the teacher, whose method 
of instruction was excellent. Myra F. Aldrich, Addie M. Al- 
drich, Nellie J., Mabel F. and Gracie M. Cook, Eva L. Ellor, 
Flora A. Ellor, Cora Martin, Mylon N. Cook, Elliot W. Al- 
drich, Charlie A. and Willie Mullen were neither absent or 
tardy during the term. . 

No. 6.—Nathaniel Naromore, Prudential Committee. The 
Summer and Fall Terms were taught by Mr. James C. Long- 
ley. Ida C. Weeks, Jennie M. Cass, Gracie L. Bryant, Lena 
L. Fisher, Edna Gertrude Jillson, Florence M. Johnson, 
Georgianna A. Jillson, May F. Weeks, Amos E. Beal, Al- 
bert J. Wheeler, Waldo J. Wheeler, Charlie H. Weeks, Wil- 
lie R. Weeks and Willie Starkey were neither absent nor tardy 
during the Summer Term, and Gracie L. Bryant, Jennie M. 
Cass, Lena L. Fisher, May F. Weeks, Nellie V. Weeks and 
Willie Starkey during the Fall.. Many of the scholars made a 
very commendable degree of improvement. 

The Winter Term was under the instruction of Miss Maria 
P. Bolles, of Winchester. Good order prevailed. We give 
Miss Bolles the credit of working a desirable change in this 
respect. As much was accomplished as could be expected 
under the circumstances. We should have been pleased if the 
classes in arithmetic could have been prepared to illustrate 
the principles passed over with examples. The blackboards 
are unfit for use, and should be attended to at once. Neither 
absent nor tardy, Marian M. Cass, Louisa L. Smith, Ida M.

No. 7.—Nathan E. Tuttle, Prudential Committee. The 
Summer Term was taught by Miss L. Isabel Cass, of Rich- 
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mond. Miss Cass is a thorough scholar, of quiet and unpre- 
tending manners in the school room. The closing exercises 
were interesting and satisfactory to those present. No tardies 
during the term. Neither absent nor tardy, Ida L. Tuttle,

~The Winter Term was taught by Miss Hattie A. Cass, 
whose success as a teacher is well known.

Considerable attention was given © 
to Composition, a branch too much neglected in our schools. 
This school enjoyed the benefits of a long term, in a good 
school house.

No. 8.—Henry O. Curtis, Prudential Committee. Both 
terms were taught by Mrs. Melinda C. Whipple of Royalston, 
Mass., who is an experienced teacher, devoted to the interests 
of her pupils, and thorough in her instruction. The results 
were highly satisfactory to the Committee, and we believe to 
all concerned. Everett H. Curtis, Frank M. Curtis, Helen 
M., Edward H., and Ernest U. Whipple were neither absent 
nor tardy during the Summer Term; and Earl Harkness, 
Everett H., Frank M. and George H. Curtis, Sarah H. Hark- 
ness, Edward H., Ernest U., Helen M. and Addie G. Whip- 
ple during the Fall Term. 

No. 9.—Nathaniel B. Fisher, Prudential Committee. The 
Summer Term was under the charge of Miss Kate E. Lom- 
bard, of Swanzey. She is an energetic, efficient teacher, and 
was much liked. The closing examination showed good order 
and thorough instruction. Blackboard exercises were made a 
specialty. There was only one instance of tardiness, and two 
of absence, during the term. Florence S. Abbott, Mary J. 
Barden, Minnie E. Bowen, Mattie A. Fisher, Alma D. Fisher, 
Jennie M. Wheeler, Alice C. Wheeler, Leon M. Abbott, Fred 
Burgen and Reuben B. Fisher were neither absent nor tardy. 

Fall Term; taught by Miss H. Elsie Williams, of this town, 
with good results. The school at the close appeared orderly, 
and the pupils made good advancement in their studies.

M. Abbott and G. Arthur Bowen were neither absent nor 
tardy. 

No. 10.—Moses Cass, Prudential Committee. There have 
been 23 weeks of school in this district during the past year, 
divided into terms of eight, seven and eight weeks. The 
Spring and Fall Terms were taught by Miss Hattie A. Cass of 
this town. Miss Cass is a hard working, faithful teacher, and 
has done a good work in this district. There was no tardiness 
during either term.

The Fall Term was under the charge of Miss Mary G. 
Healey. of Winchester, Miss Healey has passed 78 months 
in the school-room in the capacity of a teacher. This experi- 
ence, together with an adaptation for the work, admirably 
fitted her for the position which she occupied as a teacher of 
this school, which is one of the largest in town, and composed 
mostly of boys of the right age to need an energetic, experi- 
enced teacher to govern them properly. ‘The parents in this 
district have been negligent about visiting the school. Neither 
absent nor tardy: Clara E. Bowen, Nellie F. Bowen, Addie 
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F. Martin, Etta E. Handy, Minnie E. King, Edgar M. Thomp- 
son, Walter J. Martin, Lyman A. Handy, Nahum Putney, 
Edgar U. Martin. 

No. 14.—E. D. Sprague, Prudential Committee. The Sum- 
mer Term was taught by Miss Mary L. Sprague, of Royalston, 
Mass. She is young and has had but little experience in 
teaching, but already possesses many of the necessary quali- 
fications for a successful teacher. Neither absent nor. tardy, 
Ina R. Amidon, Blanche E. Harris, Emma E. Amidon. 

The Fall Term was taught by Miss L. Isabel Cass, of 
Richmond. This is one of our best schools, and great ad- 
vancement resulted from the instruction of so faithful a teach- 
er. Neither absent nor tardy, Ina R. Amidon, Jennie M. 
Parker. 

No. 16.—Julins M. Whipple, Prudential Committee. Miss 
Kate. M. Flint, teacher of the Summer Term. This was Miss 
Flint’s first school; the pupils were young and few in number. 
At our first visit, only one could read without spelling the 
words aloud. We noticed, at our second visit, a good degree 
of improvement in most cases, and if it was not in every in- 
stance satisfactory, it was not all her fault. Tact and experi- 
ence are required to instruct schools like this without over- 
taxing them. They should be allowed more exercise out of 
doors, and need various devices to interest them in the school- 
room. Maud and Geneva Whipple were neither absent nor 
tardy during the term. 

The Fall Term was taught by Miss E. M. Barrus, who is 
known as a thorough and faithful teacher. She spares no 
pains to make the school-room attractive, and labors with un- 
tiring zeal for the advancement of her pupils. The examina- 
tion, characterized by great thoroughness, could not fail to 
please all interested. Neither absent nor tardy, Eva M. Jill- 
son, Maud, Geneva and Carl C. Whipple.
